All People unders 
ſtand not Latin, few-make uſe of Tranſ- 
lations 3 neither will: theſe- ſuffice, un- 
leſs a Man know the ſacred Books, from 
which the Leſſons are taken, and that 
he read them there in their order. Thi 
deficiency: ſhould be ſupply'd. by the 
Sermons 3 but hew can it paſs for the 
Expoſition of a Goſpel, to take a ſingle 
Sentence of it for a Text, and ſquare to 
this, whatever hits our Fancy? 80 it 
is, that every where we meet with welk 
meaning People, who, having frequented 
the Churches, for forty or fifty Years, 
and aſſiſted conſtantly at the _— ;

They are the Catechiſms alone; which 
deſcend to theſe firſt Inſtructions ſo ne- 
ceſſary for all the World: But »they :

The Eceleſiaſtic, I 
mean thoſe, who prefer their own Inte- 
reſt to that of Jeſus Chriſt, deſpiſe this 
Employment, as being painful, obſcure 
and fruitleſs. If they judge themſel ves 
fle ſs'd of great Talents, they ſeek a 
eputation by the Elequence of the 
Pulpit : If theſe be wanting, they take 
to the Confeſſion ſear, and to the Direc- 
fion of Souls. But one of the greateſt 
Difficulties of Confeſſion, is the Igno- 
cance of Chriſtians : And he who would 
carefully inſtruct them, wou'd extirpate 
a World of Sins. MONT TAE {A 
Tis true, that the Form and Style 
of Catechiſms have not much of At- 
tractive for thoſe who learn them. For 
what relates to the Catechiſts, it is not 
to be hop'd, that they can take much 
Pleaſure in the frequent Repetition of 
Truths ſo familiar to them, finding ab 
ways new Difficulties on the Part of their 
Audience.

might make ſtrong Impreſſions on their 
Memory, and this in Eckect is the moſt 
neceſſary. And effectually, theſe Cate- 
chiſms have produc'd moſt wonderful 
Fruits: For whateverlgnorance be remain- 
ing amongſt Chriſtians, it is not com 
rable to that which reign'd amongſt them 
two hundred Yeafs ago, before St. Igna- 
tixs and his Diſciples had reviv'd the 
Cuſtom of catechiſing Children 
But after all, it cannot be denied, that 
the Style of Catechiſms is commonly very 
dry, and that Children have much ado 
to retain them, and yet, more to-com- | 
pn — In the mean Time, the 
rſt Impreſfions are the ſtrongeſt, aud 
many there are, who carry with them, 
during their whole Life, a ſecret Aver - 
fion Br thoſe Iuſtructions, which ſo fa- 
tigu'd them in their Infancy, All Dit.

o quite aſtray; poſſeſs d with the falſe 
deas they receivd from the Harſhneſs 
of Catechiſms and the Simplicity of 
Women, who firſt ſpoke to them upon 
Religion. They N Nothing, and 


fuppoſe, without ney Yo be . better 


inform'd, that all theſe Diſcourſes de- 


ſerve not ſo much as to be examin'd. 
This it is, that makes Libertins, more

But it were 
to be wiſſu'd, that the Authors of theſe 
Abſtracts, of thoſe at leaſt, which I have 
ſeen, had been more exact in their 
Choice and Method. They have given 
much more at length the Hiſtory of 


Geneſis, than thoſe of other Hiſtorical 


Books; they have inſerted ſeveral of no 
manner of Service to the Eſſence of Re- 
ligion, as the Puniſhment of Auoniberec, 
and of Azar, the Revolt of Zamri, with 
others of the hike Nature; and have. 
omitted ſon of Importance, as the 
Promiſes of 4 Meſſ as, made to David, and 
the Life of the Prophets. Upon the 
whole, it appeats not, that they have 
taken Care to ſhew the Coherency and 
Relation of all theſe Facts.

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Catechiſms contain ſeveral Things, leſs 
neceſſary that theſe Narrations. There 
are few of them, which ſay not ſame- 
what more, than is preciſely matter of 
Faith. And this Overplus is generally 
taken, either from the Opinions of the 
Schools, or from the Meditations of Spi- 
ritualiſts. Not one of them, but is 
fill'd with School Terms, which re- 
quire much Application, to be made in- 
telligible; as Virtues infus'd, Virtues 
Theological, Cardinal; worſhip o La- 


tria, of Dulia; of Hyperdulia. But ad- 


mitting, that a Man, who knows nothin 
of Facts, may know the Truths, which 
are the moſt abſolutely neceflary ro Sal- 
vation ; ought it not to be our Study, 
how to render Chriftians capable of pro- 
Gring by Books of Piety, by Sermots, 
by the Scripture itſelf; ifi they can attain 
to it ?- Ought they not to underſtand, 28 
far as it is poſſible, what is read in Pub- 
lick, and what is ſung at the Maſs, and 
at other Offices, and what is fignified: by 
the holy Ceremonies of the Church ? 
Now what Infight can thoſe Chriſtians 
have into theſe Matters, who have newer

Law of God, that they may expound 
it in Publick, ' and in Private to the Peo-

- their Mouth. But before they be Inſtruc- 
ted in the Particulars of each Book and 
Paſſage, it is neceflary, that we. ſhew 
them in Abſtract the Subſtanee of the 
Doctrine delivered in theſe Divine 
Books, for their Direction in reading 
"them, {when they are advis'd to do it; } 
pointing out to them what it is they 
ought there chiefly to feek; what to 
read in the firſt Place, and on what to 
make the 2 Stay.

of Diſcretion, but ignorant of Religion; 
neither are we to ſpeak to polite, and 
intelligent Perſons, as we wou'd to La- 
bourers and Peaſants.” Not being able to 
ſpecify all theſe Differences in this Mo- 
del, I have ſatisfied my ſelf with re- 
mark ing the Principal, and with giving 
two Catechiſms, the one, a Smaller; for 
Children, which may ſerve for. ſuch 
who are grown up in Ignorance 3 the other 
ſomewhat larger, for Perſons: of more 
Knowledge, and of better Capacity. 
The firſt Catechiſm will not be neceſſary 
to thoſe, who are in condition already 
to compre hend the Second: But they 
who uſe the Firſt, ought afterwards to 
ſtudy the other; becauſe though it goes 
ſomewhat beyond Things abſolutely ne- 
oeſſary, yet I think, I have inferted no- 
thing in it, which may not be exceed-- 
ingly uſeful to all Chriſtians.

;ver'dithem, eſpecially thoſe of the grea- 
teſt Importance, for inſtance, his Prohi- 
bition of Idolatry. Upon this Aceoum, 
I believe it will be proper, that a Child, 
ho has already learnt, of his Father or 
his Mother, the Words of the Creed, 
with ſome flight Explication, learn the 
Hiſtory of the little Catechiſm, with the 
Queſtions and Anſwers:of each Leſſon ; 
that he look over in the Explication of 
Dogma's, what he ought chiefly to re- 
member; and: that he proceed aſter- 
wards to the great Catechiſm, where he 
will ſee again the ſame Facts, and the 
ame Dogma's, but more at large.
